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Art. 9 Tosee if the town will vote to appropriate the 
tax received by the town on the Gage fund. from savings 
banks for the year ending Feb. 15, 1913, and add the same 
to the income of said fund. 


Art. 10 To-see if the town will raise or‘appropriate 
such sums of money as may “be necessary for: the; support 
of schools. 


Art. 11 To see if the town will vote to assume the 
care of the money in the treasury of the James S. Thorn- 
ton Post, No. 83, G. A. R, so much of it to be used annu- 
ally as is necessary to purchase flags to decorate the graves 
of veterans or take any action thereto.

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Report of School Board 





The school board regrets that it has not been able 
this year to unite with other towns to form a supervisory 
district. In order to receive aid from the state towards 
paying the salary of a superintendent the supervisory 
district has to employ at least twenty teachers. As most 
of the towns near us already have supervision, Merrimack 
has not been fortunate enough to join with any town that 
would employ the requisite number of teachers. 

Although without the desirable supervision of a dis- 
trict superintendent our schools have made good progress 
during the last year, members of the school board spend- 
ing much time in keeping in touch with the work. 

The attention of the parents is particularly called to 
the matter of attendance because the amount of mcney 
received from the State by each town is based upon the 
average attendance in its schools. The attendance in the 
Merrimack schools for the year ending in June 1912 has 
been aS a whole satisfactory registering an average of 
91.2 percent. Observation of the records for a series of 
terms shows that absences marked against children in the 
same families are keeping the average attendance down 
in almost every school. ‘There have been 290 instances 
of tardiness during the school year, and the majority of 
these are incurred by children from the same families 
which are responsible for many absent marks. It is to 
be hoped that in the future all the children will take pride 
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in helping to keep up the average attendance for the 
sake of acquiring punctual habits, as well as for the 
reason of greater financial aid from the State. 

The conveyance of children has been accomplished 
in a comfortable way in all necessary cases. ‘The attitude 
of the parents in this matter should be reasonable, and 
appreciation of school privileges more like that of the 
parent of fifty years ago who dearly prized what the dis- 
trict school could do for his boys and girls and was  will- 
ing to make great sacrifices that they miglit be present at 
every session. 

An effort has been made throughout the town to 
systematize the work in the schools. Haphazard ways of 
procedure do not result well whether in schools, house- 
keeping or business and a well thought out plan of study 
for each grade or class means that work will be accomp- 
lished more intelligently and with great economy of time. 
Teachers’ meetings have been held every term, at these 
meetings teachers have met each other, methods have been 
discussed, and suggestions for the work have been givea 
which have been received with interest. 

The work of the teachers in the class-room has been 
on the whole good and in many cases highly gratifying. 
The discipline in all the schools is excellent. With the 
advent of anew Principal at McGaw and a probable 
advance in the entrance requirements to that institution 
our schools will have a fresh impetus for still better work 
At the beginning of the winter term a special teacher in 
music and drawing was engaged. It does not seem feasi-. 
ble, at present to have her teach in but five schools, but 
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we hope that the work may be extended to include all of 
the schools. | 

With a school board working for the best interests of 
the Merrimack schools, and the teachers putting forth 
thei best efforts for their pupils morally and_ intellectual- 
ly, it remains only for the parents to renew their attitude 
of reasonableness and their support of what the Merri- 
mack schools are doing for their children.

The number of pupils in the Institute this year is 
twenty-six, a number considerably smaller than at any 
time for several years past. This fact is due to several 
causes, namely : a class of ten was graduated last June, 
seven of those enrolled in lower classes failed to return at 
the vpening of the new school year, and the entering 
class contained but seven pupils. 

The number of pupils residing in Merrimack is nine- 
teen. It should be considerably greater next year. In 
a town having the population of ours, forty pupils in the 
high school would not be excessive. 

The interest and application of the pupils has been 
on the whole well sustained and the progress satisfactory. 
Parents can greatly assist the teachers in securing results 
by insisting that their children do a reasonable amount of 
home study. Two hours of home study per day is none 
too much in most cases. 

The complete renovation of the school rooms during 
the summer vacation has added greatly to the comfort 
and eujoyment of all connected with the school. The 
new system of ventilation is working very satisfactorily. 

It was found necessary to make considerable addi- 
tions to the equipment of the Physical laboratory this year. 
I am sure that anyone who could see the pupils at work in 
this laboratory and observe their interest in the work, 
would say that the money was well invested. 
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It will be necessary to add somewhat to the present 
eyuipment of the Chemical laboratory next year. 

Our library is also in need of some additional volumes. 
With the aid of the town library we are fairly well equip- 
ped with reference books in History and for supplemen- 
tary reading in English But there are some books in 
the former subject which should be in our own library at 
at all times. We are also in great need of a new and up 
to date encyclopaedia 

The length of the school year has been extended to 
thirty seven weeks this year. Commencement exercises 
will be held on June twelfth. We expect to graduate « 
class of seven, all of whom are residents in Merrimack.
